For  the  Encouragement  of  making  Salt, 
within   this  Province. 

ORASMuCH  as  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  are  brought 
into  great  Straits  by  reafon  of  the  de&rnefs  and  fcarcity  of- 
Salt  ;  Many-  of  our  Vejfds  imtloyed  in  fetehmg  of  it  from 
Tartooda,  and  other  Places,  being  taken  by  Privateers,  & 
ethers  Difcouraged  from  Undertaking  fach  Voyages  during  this 
rime  of  War  :  And  ■whereas  Elifha  Cook,  Eliiha  Hutchinfon,  and 
John  Foffer,  Ej^rs.  Have  Informed  this  Court,  that  Propojals  have 
been  offered  them  of  the  pojfibility  of  making  Salt  here  after  the  man- 
ner as  it  is  made  in  France.  For  a  Trial  whereof,  a  confiderable 
Sum  of  Money  muft  be  advanced,  and  great  pains  taken,  and 
that  with  uncertainty  of  Succefs. 

Wherefore  for  the  promoting  of  a  Defign  that  will  be  fo  u- 
niverfallv  beneficial,   if  it  take   efFeft.

Fourteen  Years  next  coming  $  or   (hall  Import  any    Salt  into  this 
Province,   made    as  abovefaid,   in  any  other  Province  or   Place  in 
New  England :    They  mall  yield  and    pay   as   a     Cuftome,    the    va- 
lue  of  Ten    Shillings  per   Hogfliead   for  all   fuch  as   (hall  be  Im- 
ported as  above-faid  ;  one  half    to    the  Undertakers,    Elijlia  Cook, 
Elijha  Hutchinfon,  and  John  fijhr,  Eiqrs.  and  their  Affociates,  the  ot*her 
half  to  the  ufe  of  the  Poor   of  the  Town  where    the  lame  (hall 
be   Seized.    To  be   Recovered,   as   other  Guftoms    are  :     Whether 
the   fame  be  Seized  on  Board  any   Ship  or  Veffel   Importing  it; 
or   in  any  Storehoufe,   or  Place,    on    Skoar,   within  fix  moneths 
after  irs    being  fo   Imported.     Provided,  That  the  faid  Elijha   Cook, 
Elijha  Hutchinjon  ■  and   John  Fofter,  (hall   caufe    to    be    made    as    a- 
bove-faid,  One   Hundred  Hoglheads  of    good     Merchantable   Salt 
within   this  Province    before    the    Expiration     of   the  Year    One 
Thoufand  Seven  Hundred.    Any  Law,   Ufage,  or  Cuftom  to  the 
contrary  notwiehftanding. 
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
